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such institution or provided for therein shall be removed there-
from to said public school, or to any other institution for the
care of dependent or neglected children, without the express con-
sent of the officers of the institution to which it has been com-
mitted or in which it is provided for, or of the parents or gen-
eral guardians of such child, or of the state board of eontrol of
Wisconein, unless by a majority vote of the county board in a
case in which the county supports or contributes to the support
of such child, when a removal of it may be made. When such
consent is obtained or such action taken by the proper county
board, the state board of control of Wisconsin may make the
necessary order transferring such child to the state publie school.
Whenever in the opinion of that board it shall be for the best
interest of a boy committed to that school that he become an in-
mate of the industrial school for boys, such board may make an
order and cause such boy to be transferred to such industrial
school. i

SectioN 2. This act shall take effect and be in foree from and
after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 134.
AN ACT to amend section 4944h of the statutes, relating to the
commitments to the Wisconsin state reformatory.

The people of the State of Wisconsin, represented in Senale and
Assembdly, do enact as follows.

SecrioN 1. Section 4944h of the statutes is amended to read:
Section 4944h. When any offender shall be sentenced to the
reformatory by any court, the commitment papers shall consist
of the warrant of commitment, and certified copies of the in-
formation. indictment or complaint, the plea of the accused, the
verdiet, if there be one, and the judgment and sentence; which
copies shall be delivered with the order or warrant of commit-
ment to the officer executing such order or warrant * * *
and shall be by him delivered to the superintendent of the Wis-
consin stale reformalory at the fime the person so senienced s
delivered to the superintendent of the said reformatcry. When-
ever any person shall be sentenced to the reformatory, the clerk
of the court or the judge or justice pronouncing the same shall
= % % deliver to the sheriff of the ecunty in which such con-
viction ts had the warrant of commilment and such warrant of.
commitment shall be authorily to said sheriff to take charge of
such person so senlenced and convey him to the Wisconsin stale
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reformatory and deliver him lo the superintendent of that in-
stitution, and such order of commitment shall be sufficient au-
thority to the superintendent of sawd refermatory lo receive such
person so senlenced and confine him in the Wisconsin state re-
formatory until he shall be dicchargyed by due process of law,
and. such sheriff shall as soon as praciicable, afler the delivery
to nm of such ordcr of commitment, remove the person so sent-
cneed to the reformatory.  Whenever any person has been so
certenced to the Wisconsin state reformatory, the clerk of the
court, the judge or justice prencuncing the same, shall immedi-
alely notify the superintendent of the Wisconsin stale reforma-
tory of such conviction and sentence. ® * *  sShould the
_reformatory be filled with inmates when any such notice is re-
ceived hy the superintendent, the latter shall at once inform the
court or magistrate giving such notice of that faet and that
the person thus sentenced cannot then he received into the in-
stitution. Thereupon the person sentenced shall be retained in
the proper county jail until he can be so received. If the of-
fense of which he is eonvieted is a felony the court mav, in its
diseretion, c¢ominit him to the state prison, temporarily, and
shall give notice of such commitment to the superintendent of
the reformatory. who shall remove him to the reformatory as
soon as he can be received therein. If thus committed to the
state prison, copies of the above mentioned records shall be de-
livered to the warden, and by him forwarded to the superintend-
ent of the reformatory when such removal is made.
